May’ Be Lured to Death, 
Scientist Believes. 


Atlanta, Ga., Feb. 21.—Dr. Hudson 
Maxim today discussed before the na- 
tional cotton conference for boll weevil 
control the question on “‘ Man or bug, 
which shall inherit the earth?” 

Dr. Maxim said that “ like Apollyon, 
the insect straddles itself over the 
whole breadth of the way, and says 
to mankind, ‘thou shalt go no far- 
ther. Here will I spill thy soul.’” 

“With this thotght in mind,” he 
said, “ let me suggest that possibly the 
fact that smell is the guiding sense of 
insects in the discovery of their mates, 
rather than sight or hearing or touch, 
may offer some suggestion of a lure 
that mea~ be heipful. 

htere’s Stockyard: Rival. 

“It was demonstrated by experi- 
ment conducted with silk worm moths, 
that the male moth can smell the fe- 
male moth at a distance of two miles, 
and if the scent producing organs of 
the female be cut away and the muti- 
lated female moth bep laced in one sit- 
uation and the scent organs in another, 
the male will visit the scent organ and 
will not find the mutilated female. 

“When the white men came to this 
country they found that the Ameri- 
can Indians were able to catch many 
beavers in their traps, while the white 
men were unable to catch this wary 
animal. But an Indian one day be- 


trayed the secret to a white man for a | 


glass of rum. The Indians scented 
their traps with the odor of the female 
beaver. The result was that it was 
not long before the white men had 
caught so many of the male beavers 
that they had nearly exterminated the 


entire species. 


The Primordial Call. 


“It might possibly be worth while 
to try the use of a lure made from the 
fernale moth of the boll weevil as a bait 
for cathing males, or in leading them 
to sip poison. ° 

“This possibly might be done with 
the use of the preparation made from 
the entire insect, or possibly some 
fluid extract. It might be possible to 
discover some solvent which would dis- 
solve only the aroma secretions of 
the female moths, making a fluid ex- 
tract which could be used to attract 
the male boll weevil to his destruction. 

“ Possibly, furthermore, it might be 
discovered by experiments that the 
odoriferous substance carried by the 
female moth or beetle could be made 
synthetically in any required quantity. 
It is probably a Variant of dimethy- 
lamine.”

SENATE RECESS 
GIVES SHIP.FOES. 


CHANCE TO REST 


Day Ends with Filibuster 
Still Going Strong. 


(BY A STAFF J) 

Washington, D, C., Feb. 21.—{Spe- 
cial].—With the filibuster against the 
ship subsidy bill holding tight in the 
senate and a filibuster developed in the 
house over the legislative program, 
with the Cape Cod canal purchase bill 
as the obstruction, congress is rapidly 
getting itself into a legislative knot 
that will be hard to untangle before 
March 4. 

The ship subsidy filibusters remain 

in control of the situation tonight, the 
senate having recessed until tomorrow 
morning when Senator Jones [Rep., 
Wash], will renew his motion to get 
‘the subsidy bill again before the body 
for consideration. 
- Just before recess was taken the 
army appropriation bill with its $56,- 
000,000 rivers and harbors pork pro- 
vision, was placed before the senate 
and approved with minor reservations, 
to be cleared up in a latter conference. 
Then Senator Jones offered his motion 
but when the filibusters carried a re 
cess proposal, it automatically went 
over until morning when subsidy op- 
ponents will seek to vote it down and 
to again displace subsidy by taking up 
the filled milk bill. 


G. 0. P. Leaders Losing Hope. 

Both sides hung on grimly through 
the day, but Republican leaders admit- 
ted privately that if the filibuster 
showed no signs of abating within the 
next day or two the subsidy was 
doomed. 

If the filibuster does not wear out by 
Saturday night leaders are planning to 
lay the situation before President 
Harding and ask him to give his con- 
sent to abandonment of the subsidy fn 
order that other pressing legislation 
may be enacted in the remaining week 
of the session. They will endeavor to 
convince him that they have done 
everything humanly possible to bring 
the subsidy to a vote, and that further 
efforts to combat the filibuster would 
only result in the blocking of measures 
which should be passed before the ex- 
piration of the present congress. 


President’s Course in Doubt. 

Whether the President will consent 
to such a course remains to be seen, 
but senators believe that, in view of his 
experience as a member of the senate 
and his knowledge of parliamentary 
tactics in the upper house, he will ac- 
knowledge the wisdom of their advice. 

The time killing talk went on today 
with the regularity of a self-winding 
phonograph. When the senate con- 
vened at 11 o'clock, Senator Reed 
{[Nem., Mo.] took the floor again and 
4 cr his long speech favoring 
American acquisition of the British and 
French West Indian possessions. After 
he had finished ‘Senator h [(Rep., 
Idaho] spoke several favoring 
American recognition of @he Ruséiah 
soviet government. Although his 
speech served the purposes of the fili- 
buster, it was of a bona fide character 
and drew a reply from Senator Lodge 
{[Rep., Mass.}, Republican leader, ex- 
plaining why the administration has 
adhered to the Wilsonian policy of non- 
recognition.

New York, Feb. 21.—Prince Miguel 
de Braganza, eldest son of Don Miguel 
Braganza, pretender to the throne of 
Portugal, died today of pneumonia at 
the Park avenue hote of William 
Rhinelander Stewart, whose daughter 
Anita he married in 1909 after the late 
Emperor Francis Joseph of Austria 
had aided the match by making the 
bride a princess. 

The mother of the princess is the 
widow of James Henry “ Silent” Smith 
of Evanston, whom she married after 
divorcing Mr. Stewart. 

The prince, who came to this coun- 
try recently to make a living as an 
insurance solicitor, was stricken with 
influenza last week and double pneu- 
tnonia developed.
